Indeed habit fa- 
millarizes Our mind with the moft abfurd ideas— 
wth the moft unreatonable cuftoms—with the moft 
blameable actioi s—with prejudices the moft contrary 
to the interefts of ourfelves, & to the fociety with winch 
welive. Weonty find f.ange—fingular—defpicable 
—r diculous, thofe opinions and objects to which we 
ere nct ourfelves accuftomed; there are countries in 
which the moft laudable 2étions -ppear very blamiable 
and very ridiculous, and were the mott black and 
diabolical «& ons pafs for extremely honeft and rati- 
cna! conduét, 

Acthority commonly believes itfelf interefled in 
maiutaining the received o;inions; the prejidices 
and the errors which it judges to be neceffury to the 
affurance and maintainance of its power, are fuftsined 
by force which is never rational. Princes filled 
themfelves with falfe ideas of happinsfs—of power— 
of grandevr— and of glory, are furrounded with flat- 
tering courtiers, who are interefted in never undecei- 
ving their mafers; thefe concemptible men only hive 
a knowledge of virtue that they may outrage it and 
by degrees they corrupt the people, who fee them- 
feives obliged to lend u:emfelves to the vices ‘and 
debsuceries of the great, andwho make tothemfelves 
a merit of imitating them in all their irregularities. 
A court is the true focus of the corruption of the peo- 
ple. 

Here is the trve fource of moral evil, It is thus 
that every thing conipires to render men vicious—to 

ive fatal impulfions to their fouls. from whence re- 
Bits general cenfaion in fociety, which becomes unhap- 
py by the mifery of -Imoft allthe members who com- 
pofeit. The flrongeft motive—,ewers accord to in- 
fpire us with paffions for fucite objecis or indiffercnt to 
ourfelves, and which become dangerous to our fellow 
creaures, by the means which weare forced to em- 
ploy to procure them Thofe whoare charged with 
thecare of guiding us, either impoftors or the dupes 
of their prejudices, fordid-us to litten to Reafon ; they. 
make trath appear dangerous to us, and error as 
neceffury to our well-being in this world and the next. 
In thort, habit ftrongly attaches us to our irr.tional 
opinions—-te our dangerous inciinations—to our 
blind paffion for afelefs or dangerous obje&s. Here 
thea is the reafon why the molt part of mankiad find 
themfelves neceflarily determined to evil. Here 
then is the reafon why the paffions inherent in our 
nature, and neceflary to our confervation, become the 
inflruments of our deftruction, and thoie of the focie- 
ty which they cughtto conferve. Here then is the 
reafon why fociety becomes a ftate of warfare, and 
does nothing buc bring together enemies—envious 
and always rivals for the prize. If fome virtuous be- 
ings find themfelves among't us, we muft cnly fearch 
for them in the very {mall number of thofe, who born 
with a phlegmatic temperament, and moderate patf- 
fions, do not defire, or defire very feebly, thofe ob- 
jects with which their aflociates are continually inebri- 
ated, 

Our nature, diverfley cultivated, decides upon our 
faculties, as well corporeal as intellectual—upon our 
qualities as well moral as phyfical. A man whois 
fanguine and robuft, muft have ftrong paffions; 2bi- 
lious and melancholy man will hav2 fantaftical and 
gloomy paffions ; a man ofa gay and fprightly ima- 
§imation will have chearful paffions ; a man in whom 
phlegm abounds, will have gentle paffions and flight- 
ly violent. Tt is upon the eqailibrium of the bu- 
mours that appears to depend the fate of thofe whom 
We call virtuous ; their temperament appears to bey 
the produce of a combination in which the elements 
°r principles balance themfelves with fefiicient’pre 
Sion fo that no ene paffion carries more trouble 
a0 another into the machine. Habit as we have 
fen, isthe niture of man modified, this farnithes the 
Matter; educition—domeftic and national manners 
example, &e. give it the form; and ofthe tem- 
Perament whien nature prefeats to them, they make 
wft—redfonable or irrational—fanaties or heroes— 
Sthufiafls tor the public weal or unbridled criminals 
me: enlightened or ftupid—wife men fmitten with 
tits 7 tah She of virtue, or libertines plunged into 
ps Y nd of vice. All the varieties of the moral

GLASS. 

To render this article profitable, great attention 
thould be paid to conveying it to the fea-ports with 
as little expenfe as poflible, in order to be ona foot- 
ing with the Englifh and Dutch, whofe local fitua- 
tions for this manufacture are exceedingly advan- 
tageous, and who export a good deal to the United 
States. There are three different kinds of glafs ma- 
nufatured—window glafs, table glafs, and looking 
glaffes. The firit kind is generally exported ready 
cut to various fizes; all that is therefore neceflary is 
a knowledge of the fize or dimenfions moft ufed ; 
and the others to be fent out asan affortment. The 
fecond fort, for the American market, confilts of 
black bottles, of which there isan immenfe con- 
famption for the reception of their porter and cyder; 
in bottling which vai numbers are deftroyed—De- 
canters of different fizes, the greater part of which 
fhould be quart, pint, or half pint meafures, with 
glafs toppers. They are ufed commonly to put wine 
in, when ferved on the table, or for water-—Tum- 
blers of all the fizes in ufe, though rather of the 
larger kind—wine glaffes, all of the fize that in) 
France are called liquor wine glafles; and laftly, 
caftor glafies. Thefe latter articles, for the Ameri- 
can demand, are moftly of the beft quality, and 
frequeritly cut and carved, Avs to the third kind, or 
looking glaffes, the greate part fent from France to 
the United States, ’cill lately have fold for almoft 
nothing, becaufe their fizes and frames would not 
anfwer in American honufes, excepting perhaps a few 
public ones. In genteel private houies,the chimnies 
or mantle pieces are not adapted to the reception of 
looking glaffes, and of courfe none are put over them. 
They are for the moft part placed between the windows, 
but the interval between them being always very narrow, 
the looking glaffes muft be fo too. The frames mult 
be light, and the ornaments elegant and tatty. 

Tt would be beft to fend likewife naked plates, with- 
out being quick-filvéred, as the expence in America for 
putting it on, is trifling, or at leaft not more than in 
France ; aod there would be no rifque in having it {poil- 
ed on the paffage, which is now frequently the cafe, 

GOLD, SILVER, & PLATED WARE. - 

Excepting with a fmall number of individuals, 
uncommonly rich, complete fetts of filver dithes, ye 
in the 
United States. However, many perfons in eafy 
circamftances hive elegant detached pieces of this 
article for the table; fuch as filver fpoons, of dif- 
ferent forts which are to be fecn in almoft every 
houfe ; they are all manufaétured in the Englith tafe, 
and are lighter and handfomer than ours. Steel forks 
ate the only ones in fafhion there, worth mentioning. 
Tea equipage is an article in which the Americans 
love to thew luxury; their women take great pride 
in it; the rich have it made in filver, the others 
only plated, and in both cafes of elegant form. Of 
late thoe buckles are very little worn, and as taking 
{nuff is getting out of Fathion, filver (nuff boxes are 
fearcely any longer known. ‘ 

HARD WARE. 

Under this pemeral head are included various ex- 
tenfive branches of commerce, fach as the iron- 
mongery, fockfmith’s, cuatler’s founder's, gilder’s, 
ard feverai other trades. Of this kind of «mannfac- 
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ture France has fcarcely ever exported any to the 
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United States, and if the did it was ever attended LoS ae 
with Jofs to the exporters, becaufe, as we have ob- ead ah as 

ferved in feveral other inftances, the form we give to ee eo * ee « 
the different articles is not faitable to the American’ “9.2. i} ee RR 3 
ta‘leand habit ; and in no branch ate we fo defective as¥ G2. ME 

in this particular, in accommodating the feveral ? Sagem 
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among them, however, merchants in that line, ac- 
knowledge that our tools whether for hufbandry, or 
mechanical purpofes, as well as our locks, are very ofteny 
efpecially the latter, as well made, and indeed more 
durable than thofe from England, but not fo handy or 
neat as theirs generally are. Should we then under- 
take to improve & perfectionate the forms, without dimin- 
ifhing the quality of fuch articles,'a preference over 
our rivals fhould certainly be the confequence. Cut- 
lery feems to be one of the moft eafy branches on which 
to attempt improvement. For inftance, how eafy 
would it be to make cafe knives round inftead of fharp 
pointed, and forks with two prongs inftead of four. In 
the bufinefs of foundaty are, comprized iron and brafs 
caftings—as to the firft of thefe it cannot be made an ar- 
ticle of export, toa country where every thing of this kind 
is-caft in great perfection & quantity, & even more than 
for their home confumption. But the cafe is different 
with brafs caftings, fuch as andirons, candlefticks, 
{conces, chandeliers, &c. thefe we might fend; only 
obferving as before that their form muft be accommo- 
dated to the American tafte. Gilded brafs is a luxury 
yet little known in the United States, but their growing 
opulence would lead one to fuppofe, that the exportati- 
on of that manufacture may by degrees become an ob- 
ject of exportation without running any rifque.

Ir would feem that the throwing down, break- 
ing to pieces, or melting up ftatues is the univerfal con- 
comitant of the revival of liberty in Europe. It is 
well remembered to have been the fame in America ; 
wherever the caufe of man prevailed, ftatues inftantly 
fell to the ground from the tremendous impnefe of li. 
berty, which like an earthquake, in a moment fhook 
Pitt, George, and feveral others, from their pedef- 
taes. 

It may be queftioned whether in any cafe it be po- 
liuc or prudent ina free people to erect flatues to 
any human being, dead or living. It is a fort of 
felf-degradation ; it is fetting up of images to wor- 
thip, and appropriating that gratitude and acknow- 
ledgement which we owe to the Deity to a vain, 
frail mortal like ourfelves, whom time or a longer 
life might have difcovered to be a tyrant in embryo; 
and ‘abeiting popular opinions, or ferving the na- 
tion merely from fecret, interefled defigns which 
would have difclofed themfelves atthe proper pe- 
riod. wy 

There are people in the word, rer, who would 
fhudder to fet up the ftatue of a general, an admiral,or 
any of the capital characters in the elevated {tations of 
aétion, who neverthelefs would recommend to be placed 
in the public {quares or building, the bufts and ftatues 
of philofopbers—But even danger lurks here—the fon of 
the philofopher may be a knave,& feeing his fathers image 
conttantly in the wiew and honoar of the people, trivial 
as the circumftance may appear, it may Jead him to- 
wards the old plan ef defpotic defign and machin- 
ation ; it would be a goodrule therefore in a people 
who B imag a& for themfelves, to difcountenance 


this {pecies of adoration even met opr gO true 
philofopher ever denied or wifhed it, and as to the falfe 
am or thofe of equivocal character, they do not dee 

rve it. ey 

Thefe ideas were intended to. introduce the fo!- 
lowing fhort account of the demolition of the ftatue 
of the celebrated Andrew Doria, at Genoa, fome 
months ago. This man has been reckoned one of 
the beft.and greateft of his age, but the fubfequent 
obfervations of a French writer, will thew his cha- 
rater in not fo fair a light. <“* No fooner (fays the | 
author) was ‘the tree of planted in Genoa, 
than the people tore down the ftatue of Andsé Do- 
ria, broke it in pieces, and carried the fragments to 
the foot of the tree, as if to compel him to expiate 
the tyrannical government he had formerly eftablith- 
ed—Genera! Buonaparte, in writing to the provi- 
fionary authority, requefted that fome reparation 
might be made for the infult fhewn to fo famous a 
chara&ter. The governor returned him for anfwe:, 
that he could not at that time-replace, without great 
danger, Doria’s ftatue, which was now confidered 
the emblem of ariftocratic tyranny; but, that pofli- 
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bly, in time there might te thofe honours paid to his | 
memory which are due to him as a great genera} and ' 
an admiral. 

‘© Itis certain that André Doria, in-every other 
view, was a ufurper of honeft fame. Sy far from 
being the founder of his country’s liberty, as mofl 
hiftorians affert, he dettroved the-democratica! infti- 
tutions which the people had adopred, after thakiog 
off the yoke of foreign powers, called in by factions; 
he alfodeprived them of a great fhare of their rights 
in reftri€ting the right of exercifing fovereigniy to 
a cert.in number of families, thereby rendering-the 
peoplea mere herd of beaits. If he had becn really 
a friend to liberty, he would have checked the fac- 
tion that invaded the. liberties of the people, iuftead 
of aiding it to triumph, im. bringing ina foreign 
inilitary force that he commanded. ; : 

Many hiftoriins are full of the prases of Andre 
Doria,for having refufed that foverignty over his coun- 
try which the Emperor offered him. Such an offer is not 
to this day proved by any authentic documents ; but even 
were it fo, what merit had Doria in refuting it? He 
coald not peflibly fuppofe that the party to whofe af- 
fiftance he came would fuffer him to be their mafter. 
The hiftory of his country would have taught him, that; 
all parties would foon have formed a union againft him, 
and that no foreign power could have long fupported 
him in his ufurpation. : 

“ André. Doria,. as.deftitute of generofity as of e- 
“very other virtue, had too little a mind to make a volun- 
tary facrifice to the good of his country. No other 
proof of this is wanting than his confining the moft 
valuable privileges of the government to his own family 
and polterity ; the arbitrary influence he maintain ed,in 
preventing the republie from fupporting anavil ‘orce equal 
to his own, and beftowing valuable poft of pr ofit and 
honour on his creatures only, Having ufurped all the 
authority of a fovereign defpot, he would have ufurp- 
ed the title too, iad he dared. 

“< It may eafily be conceived how it has happened 
that hiftory has given. us fuch falfe accounts of the 
character of Andre Doria, when itis recollected that 
the Genoefe writers have been entirely relied on in 
this matter, fome of whom publifhed lies for the 
fake.of intereft, and others, who would have {poke 
the truth, were filent foa fear of having their head: 
chopped off ; aswas the cafe with the unfortunate 
Bonfadio. ‘ Like moft niodern hiftories, it «is high: 
time the hiftory of Genoa was written anew.”

GENTLEMEN, 


Last evening was the firft time I ever vifited 
a theatre for the reprefentation of Plays—of courfe,! 
you may fuppofe that I was much pleafed with the 
fcenery, mufic, &c. The tragedy of Othello is un- 
doubtedly good in its defign, but the tragical part of 
it is produced, in my @pinion, by too trifling a circum- 
ftance. Would any man fuppofe that a p:rion of fach 
generofity, nobleneds of foul, fimplicity and love, as 
Othello, would for a moment give ear to the fubtle in- 
finuations of Iago? 1 fay, would a man fuppofe that 
Othello, who appears fo deeply in love with Defde- 
mona, could fufpea her of fo bafeacrime. Had Def- 
demona given him caufe for fufpicions of that nature, 
the ca e would have been widely different; but through 
the whole courfe of the play Defdemona is reprefented 
as chafte, honeft, dutiful, and every thing that is love- 
ly. It was wifely obferved by an eminent critic. that 
any thing ftretched beyond nature will not pleafe an 
enlightened audience—and I think the character of 
Othello far beyond natuee. I do, not fuppofe any man 
can be guilty ef fuck. enormities as Othello, upon fo 
light a proof. Again, Othello aéts too precipitately — 
He, who was before all gentlenefs, love, difcretion, 
and judgment. in an inftant becomes implacable, the 
flave of caprice and bound:up with paffion. Had 4e 
waited till things could have taken their proper courfe, 
Defdemona would have been acquitted,and vice properly 
punifhed, by the teftimony of Amelia. -I affure you, my 
feelings were fo much hurt by-this tragedy, that I left the 
houfe very much diffatisfied. ‘To have my expectations 
raifed to the -higheft pitch of feeing Iago propetly pu- 
nifhed (for the punifhment of vice and reward of virtue 
ought to be the object of every tragedy) and he to come 
off triumphant, and the whole difafter to turn upon in- 
noceat Defdeniona and deceived Othello is a confidera. 
tion that to this moment gives me the molt acute pain. 
It may be afked why, it being buta play. I thould fuffer 
the difatter to prey upon my imagination? I anfwer, 
a play that leaves no fatisfa€tory impre‘lon behind it, is 
not worthy to come on any ttage or before any ailem- 
bly : And the characters of Othello, Defdemoma, and 
Iago (though read) were done fo much tothe life, that 
they muft imprefs the moft infenfible ears.

The following little anecdote, related by a gen.

The gentlemanto whom Touffaint, whilea flave, 
belonged, was one of thofe unfortunate vidtims whof:
